Many of the men are reported to have 
accepted work elsewhere, and will not 
draw on the ‘treasury. 

Conditions here grow worse daily, 
and the ‘argest strike of all is said to 
be scheduled for this week. Many 
unions that have not heretofore taken 
an active interest in the dispute are 
scheduled te quit work this week, and 
it is claimed that they will make one 
concerted move to win in a short time 
or accept the consequences. The lead- 
ers have decided that it is better to 
force the issue as a solid mass than 
to call out the various unions at inter- 
vals. 

The contractors have issued a state- 
ment in which thev declare there is 
too much red tape and minor details 
connected with the union regulations 
to permit them to continue business 
under “present conditions. They say 
they will pay the proper wages, but 
want to run their own business.

Dr. Watkins Tells Why He Is Prohibi- 
tionist—Speaks to Large Audi- 
ence at Auditorium, 

Aaron S. Watkins, L.L.D., delivered 
another of his course of lectures in 
favor of prohibition to a large audi- 
ence at the Auditorium, yesterday 
afternoon, Dr. Watkins is the presi- 
dent of Asbury College, at Wilmore, 
Ky., and has been addressing prohibi- 
tion audiences for some days in this 
Yesterday Dr. Watkins dwelt 
on the theme, “Why I am a Prohibi- 
tionist,” saying in part: 

“I do not think that all Christians 
are prohibitionists, nor do I think that 
all prohibitionists are Christians, but 
I do think thet these two elements 
work very well together, in great 
harmony, and eventually the one will 
become the other. Christians must 
not withdraw from the world; be in 
the world, but not of the world, if 
they expect to do ahy good, for the 
Christian's social relationship counts 
for much. 

“I have heard men .say, ‘business is 
one thing, religion another,’ and 1 
always think that I will keep away 
from that man’s place of bnueiness as 
long as possible. I believe in carry- 
ing religion into every part of our 
lives and I believe that because I 
try to be religious, that I must of 
necessity be a prohibitionist, for that 
is, In my estimation, a@ part of re- 
ligion, 

“Another reason that I stand for the

{II Corinthians i, 1,) let us note how 


| and why it is necessary that saints 


should receive such an exhortation. 
Why should the Apostle write to saints 
respecting the cleansing of their flesh 
from filthiness? Could one be a saint 
and yet have filthiness of the flesh? 
We reply that these saints, begotten 
of the Holy Spirit, will not be per- 
fected as New Creatures until they ex-' 
perience the “change” of the “First 
Resurrection.” Meantime they have 
the treasure of the Divine nature, the 
Holy Spirit, the first fruits of their in- 
heritance in imperfect human bodies. 
It is not the flesh that is begotten 
again by the Holy Spirit, but a new 
mind, a new will. The will of the flesh 
they sacrifice. They give up all earth- 
ly rights and ambitions and accept in- 
stead the will of God, the will of 
Christ, the Holy Spirit, that they may 
walk in newness of life. However, 
from the very beginning of their Chris- 
tian experience all of these members 
of the Royal Priesthood, in the present 
life, pass through difficulties which 
arise from three different sources: 
(1) The Adversary is in opposition 
the them and will do them all the harm 
the Lord will permit. Their protection 
is the Divine promise that they will 
not be permitted to be tempted above 
that they will be able to bear—that 
the Lord will supervise their interests 
so that with every temptation there 
will be provided a way of escape. 
(2) They are in a world that is dark 
with sin and selfishness, superstition 
and ignorance of God and out of har- 
mony with his righteousness. The 
world and its spirit surge about them 
every day, from morning until night. 
Its tides and currents seek to sweep 
them away from their resolutions of 
self-sacrifice and loyalty to God and 
righteousness. In various ways it holds 
out to them enchanting prospects, 
pleasures and riches, ease and affiu-

ence. These have their weight, even 
though it “be known that comparative- 
ly few who follow the world’s beckon- 
ing and allurements ever receive | the 
mean of the promises held out to 
them.

Thus viewed every Spirit-begotten 
Christian, ts an object of sympathy 
from thé Divine standpoint, and this 
should be their standpoint toward 
each other.

The world sees not, neither 
does it understand nor appreciate the 
exceeding great and precious prom- 


ly |isea which lie behind the consecration 


of the “saints,” “the Church of the 
So much the more, each 
of these brethren, “dearly beloved,” 
should have sympathy for each other, 
and should encourage one another, 
strengthen one another, build one an- 
other up in the most holy faith, and, 
by all means, do nothing to stumble 
each other in the narrow way. 

The “saints” cannot fight Satan. 


They can merely by their. wills re-{ 


sist him and rely upon the promises 
of grace to help and to protect. The 
“saints” cannot conquer the world and 
convert it to God—that is too Hercu- 
lean a task. God, as we have seen, 
has provided the thousand years of 
Messiah's reign for that purpose—to 
conquer the world, to overthrow sin 
and to uplift the willing and obedient 
of humanity. But the “saints” must 
all overcome the world in the sense 
of resisting its spirit and keeping their 
hearts loyal to God, loyal to their 
Covenant of consecration which they 
have made to him.

HOW TO PUT AWAY FILTH OF 
THE FLESH. | 

‘If it is impossible for the New Crea- 
ture to perfect the flesh, what does 
the Apostle mean by urging the saints 
to cleanse themselves from the filth 
of the flesh? He means that we should 
not, as New Creatures, be discouraged 
and say that, because we cannot hope 
to attain perfection in the flesh, there- 
fore we will make no endeavors in 
that direction. He wishes us to un- 
derstand that it is the Lord’s will that 
we fight against the weaknesses of the 
flesh with a two-fold purpose: 

(i) That we may gradually cleanse 
ourselves—gradually become more and 
more what the Lord would have us be 
and what we should like to be our- 
selves. 

(2) Additionally, this fight against sin 
in the flesh will make us stronger and 
stronger as New Creatures, tn the spir- 
it of our minds. It is this firmnesa, 
this determination, this positiveness of 
the new creature against sin and for 
righteousness that God desires. Those 
who develop it are called “overcom- 
ers,” and all of their experiences in 
these trials and battlings against the 
world, the flesh and the adversary. 
are designed to make them “strong in 
the Lord and in the power of his 
might.” Their experiences are so or- 
dered and directed as to lead them to 
more and more of faith in God, and 
obedience to him. In order to be ac- 
ceptable, they must reach the place 
where they love righteousness and

“To be color blind is a fatal failure 
with all men whose business is re- 
jated to illuminated signais. These 
have principally to do with those wuo 
are occupied in the transportation of 
passengers or freight. They must be 
able to decide promptly concerning the 
language of light. The calamity of 
darkness is’ popularly understood and 
may be illustrate’ in a thousand ways. 

“Business is commerce, investiga- 
ti-n and pleasure and dependent upon 
the relation, illumination and prouis

— He said: ‘I am the light of the 
world.’ 

“The history of the church has 
proven this statement. The pagan 
mind has been illumined and moral 
darkness has always disappeared 
wherever the light in Jesus Christ has 
been entertained. Thus the Master 
personifies light to Himself and says 
"He that followeth me shall not walk 
but shall have the light 
e.’ 

““Life is a series of surprises,’ says 
Pimerson, which ig more divinely true 
when a man follows the divine stan- 
ard and becomes the temple of the 
divine light. ‘God Is light and tn Him 
is no darkness at all.’ Thus it Is 
when God enters the human heart, 
and man realizes the benefits of the 
right life.

JAPS RESENT 
GIRL’S ARREST. 


Attack Patrolman Who Cap- 


tures Her in House. 


Protects Himself by Vigorous 
Use of Clubbed Gun. 
Weapon Shatters, and Resorts 
to a Cudgel. 


Confronted by five hostile Japanese 
who tried to take a white woman pris- 
oner from him, Patrolman T. S. Miller 
of the new Purity Squad battled vai- 
lantly against odds iast night. He 
only succteded in putting his assail- 
ants to('flight, after he had cracked 
the butt of his gun on the heads of his 
foes, and pressed a stick of cord wood 
into service to guard his head in the’ 
Style used by ancient Samural. 
Shortly after 19 o'clock last night, 
Miller was detailed to watch a resort 
frequented by Japanese. He gathered 
evidence which convinced him that 
Japanese were consorting with ‘white 
giris in a place at No. 415 Ducommun 
street, which had extra entrances at 
Nos. 606 and 510 North Alameda street. 
After watching the house for sev- 
feral minutes, Miller perceived that the 
Japanese had “spotted him” and were 
preparing to overpower him, if he at- 
tempted to make an arrest. Fifteen 
circled around the resort and. vilified 
police officers in gutter Nipponese. 
When Miller walked toward the 
house a hostile demonstration was

While booking the woman at the 
desk seargeant’s office, the patrolman 
mopped his brow and remarked: 

“These Japanese seem to be opposed 
to the purity wave.

The vines were 
planted about Visalia, Tulare, Mon- 
son and Dinuba; the eucalyptus about 
Tipton, Angiola, Pixley and Tulare, 
and the deciduous trees about Visalia, 
Tulare and Dinuba. Mr. Schulz de- 
Clares that the orchards and groves of 
the county are now ‘singularly free 
from it pests, a condition he will 
try to intain by thorough inspec- 
tion of nursery stock shi in. 
During the past six months three 
cars of orange stock were con- 
demned, two on account of 
scale and one on account of red scale. 

The warm weather of the past few 
weeks has ripened fruit rapidly and 
the two Visalia canneries are working 
a Six hundred hands are em- 
ployed.
